Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicants' argument that Fang 
fails to teach or suggest steps of "forming an insulating film including an oxide film and a nitride film on the entire structure and forming 
a second polysilicon film on the insulating film," and "patterning the second polysilicon film and the insulating film so that they can 
remain only in a given region of the cell region and the peripheral circuit region, thus forming a control gate on the insulating film 
covering the floating gate in the cell region, and a gate on the insulating film covering a surface of the substrate in peripheral circuit 
region" as recited by independent claim 7 as amended, examiner respectfully disagree. Since the proposed amendment changing the 
scope of independent claim 7 raised new issues requiring further consideration and new search, Applicants' arguments are moot.
